His majeſt; may conſtitute 
and appoint, in the ſeveral coun ies (except London,) 
dfficers to regulate the admiſſion of men who ſhall eita- 
þlifh a convenient place or places of rendezvous, in each

Juntcer, the commanding officer of the ſhip ſhall apply

Ihe juſtices aſſembled either at the general or quarter 
ſeſſions, or at their petty ſeſſions, may from time to time 
iſſue their order or warrant, requiring the attendance of 
the high conſtable, conſtable, tything man, headhorough, 
or overſeers of the poor; ho, for any neglect to appear, 


or to comply with ſuch orders, ſhall incur a penalty not 


exceeding twenty pounds, nor leſs than five pounds; 


and in caſe of fraud, wilful partiality, or groſs neglect, 


may, over and above ſuch penalty, be committed to the 
common gaol. 
Juſtices may order and direct the overſeers to con- 


tinue in their offices, for the purpoſe of effectually and

If any overſeer ſhall die, or remove from the place for 
which he was appointed, or become inſclvent, it ſhall 
be lawful to appoint another overſeer in his ſtead; and 
overſeers, their executors, adminiſtrators, or affings, 
ſhall account to the juſtices for all proceedings. 
Juſtices at their quarter ſeffions, held next after the 


day of Eafter in the year 1797, ſhall require the trea- 


ſurers of the county to deliver in an account of all ſums 


by them received; and if any ſum or ſums of money re- 


ceived by them remain unaccounted for, the ſaid juſtices 
may order ſuch treaſurers, within fourteeu days, to pay 
to the receiver general of the county, or his deputy, 
the balance due. 4 
The juſtices ſhall iſſue their orders to the acting over- 


ſeers of any pariſh where any ſum of money ſhall appear 
not to have been paid into the hands of the treaſurer 


of the county, requiring them to pay the ſum and ſums 
in arrear to the ſaid treaſurer, out of the monies raiſed 
tor the relief of the poor in ſuch pariſh or parithes, or to 


make a rate for the ſame. 


If the ſum of money remains in the hands of 
overſeers of the poor who have gone out of office, and 
ſuch default, with the ſums in arrear, and the names of 
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the defaulters, is returned to the juſticas, they may iſſue 
their order, directed to the perſons making ſuch default, 
requiring them to pay to the trealurer of the county the 
Jam in arrear, wichin fourteen days; or if the perſons 
fo in arrear be dad, or became bankrupt or insolvent, 
Hr hall not be then reſident wichin the qurifiliftian of 
ſuch juſtices, it all and may be lawful for any two of 
them to direct che then acting ovenſzers of the poor to 
aiſe and pay the ſum or ſums an arrear to the treaſurer.
